THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


President Cleveland presented to 


the forty-ninth coogresp, jesterday, 
his first annual message and recom- 
mendations. Before discussing the 
affairs of state he alludes in well 
chosen language to the public servi- 
ces and personal virtues of the lute 
vice-president. Iu his prefttory re- 
marks he impressed the re?posibility 
of legislative action raeting upon 


' those chosen to make the laws—the 


president only being allowed to rec- 
ommend snch things as he deems ex- 
pedient . 


The first question the president dis- 


cussed was our foreign relations. He 
says thera are no questions of difficul- 
ty pending with foreign powers. He 
touched upon the action of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian government in refus- 
ing to accept Mr. Keiley as minister, 
and says under the reasons advanced 
for not desiring him, he could not 
have withdrawn 
the appointment 


without violating his oath of office. 
The affairs of the government at Vi- 
enna are now in the hands of tne sec- 
cretary of the Ametican legation.

He spoko of the inadequacy of extra- 
dition treaties existing between the 
United States and Great Britien, and 
recommended ti> the limited number 
oferin.es uoder the treaty of 1842, 
others no less inimical to social wel- 
fare, bs added.

In speaking of our commercial rela- 


tions, the president says: "Following 
the treaty of 1883 with Mexico, whieh 
rested on the basis of a reciprocal 
exemption from custom duties, other 
similar treaties were initiated by my 
predecessor. Eecognizing the need 
of less obstructed traffic with Cuba 
and Porto Kica, and met by the de- 
sire of Spain to succor languishing 
interests in the Antilles, steps were 
taken to attain those ends by a treaty 
of commerce. 
A similar treaty was 


afterward signed by the Dominican 
republic. 
'Subsequently 
overtures 


were made by her Britanic majesty's 
government for a like mutual exten- 
sion of commercial intercourse with 
the British West Indian and South 
American dependencies, bnt without 
result 
On taking office I withdrew 


for r€-examination the treaties sign- 
ed with Spain and San Domingo, 
then pending before th<» senate. The 
result has beea to satisfy the inexpe- 
diency of entering into engagements 
of this character not covering the en- 
tire traffic. These treaties contem- 
plated the surrender by the United 
States of large revenues for inade- 
quate considerations. Upon sugar 
alone duties were surrendered to an 
amount far exceeding all the advan- 
tages offered in exchange. Then, 
were it, intended to relieve onr con- 
sumers, it was evident that as long ts 
the exemption bnt partially covered 
nr importation snch relisf would be 
illusory.. To relinquish >a revenue 
BO essential seemed highly improvi- 
dent at a time when new and large 
drains upon the treasury were con- 
templated."As a further objection he 
states that it is eyident that tariff 
regulations by treaties diminishes in- 
dependent control over its own reven- 
ues, which is essential for the safety 
snd welfare of any government. The 
relations of commerce with our near 
neighbors, whose territories form so 
long a frontier line . difficult to be 
guarded, and who find in oar country 
and quality offer to as natural mar- 
kets, demand special snd considerate 
treatment It rette with ccneress to 
consider what legislative action may

whieh contiguity makes natural and 
desirable. Congress is urged to re- 
cast the appropriations for the main- 
tenance of consular service on a com- 
mensurate footing with oar national 
interests 1 he navy is characterized 
u a shame and a disgrace; an Indian 
commission is recommended; no ex- 
penditure of money should be more 


cheorfuliy approved thr.n the pay- 
ment of pensions; oar agricultural 
interests demand recognition and en- 
couragement.

principles of civil servica reform are 
to be expected.
